The Advices from Vienna, which are of the 12th 
dito fay, that upon this News, the Imperial Court 
has fent Orders to the Velt Marfhal Philippi to de- 
tach 3 Regiments from the Body under his Command, 
to reinforce the Garifon of Orfova, and to leave a 
fmall Body of Troops near Sabatfch, for the Security 
of that Pott, after he has feparated the Army. 

‘Tisfaid that the Count de Fuenclara, the Spanith 
Ambaflador at Vienna, has commenced a freth Ne- 

iation at that Court, which fome Politicians imagire 
relates principally to the Accommodation of the i’re- 
tenfions of the Court of Spain to the allodial and 
moveable Effects of Tufcany, Parma and Placentia. 
One Circumftance taken notice of, which feems to 
favour their Conjeture, is a Hint lately dropp’d in 
Converfation, atan Affembly that was held at one of 
the firt Ladies of the Court, when a Nobleman of 
great Quality faid to that Ambaflador, That now 
‘twas no longer to be doubted, but his Sicilian Majefty 
would fon be marvied to the Princefs of Bavaria, fince 
"twas a Matter affirm'd on all Hands: To which they 
fay, the Count de Fuenclara made Anfwer: Jf it be 
fo, Sit, then they affirm on all Hands a Thine that I am 
not yet fure of, and of which my Court bas given me no 
Account. He added, however, That "twas probable 
there was fome {uch Treaty in the Wind, but that be did 
net know how far it vas advanced. 

The Count de Sceckendorff continues under ‘as 
fri& Confinement as ever. All the Doors of his 
Chamber are clos’d up, except that which opens to 
the Antichamber where the Guard is. In the Day- 
time there are 2 Subaltern Officers conftantly in his 
Chamber, who lie all Night in an adjacent Clofet. 
The Soldiers on the Guard carry in his Difhes, and 
waiton him at Table. The Articles which one 
General alone has laid‘to his Charge are no lefs than 
23; and of thefe, 5 or 6 are faid to be confirm'd 
by the Journal of the Army drawn up and committed 
to Writing before his Face. Thefe Articles are 
putely and fimply in the Council of War, as are 
feveral others that have been exhibited by the other 
Genetals; and there are fome Articles alfo which 
are under the nizance of the Council of Strate. 
Asto the 234, which are faid to be the firft that the 
Count is to anfwer, one of our Correfpondence fays, 

at few Perfons think them Authentick ; but an- 
other declares the contrary ; for which Reafon we 

publifh them, and leave them to the Judgment 
our Readers, till Time furnithes a Sett ot Articles 
‘hat may be more certainly depended on.

He is 
accufed of 2 other Particulars which meet with as 
lircle Credit. The Count de Seckendorft having 
given Leave to one of his Domefticks to keep a 
Sutler’s Tent near his own, that General’s Enemies 
have from thence taken Occafion to give cur, that he 
rcap’d the Profit of ir. The very great Number of 
Sutlers in the Army having enbanc'd rhe Price of 
the Provifions, he thought ite proper to make an 
Order, that thofe who ‘fhould therealter follow that 
BufinefS, fhould pay a Tax ia Proportion to their 
Subftance : This Regulation, tho’ it had fo good a 
Tendency, has had a finifter Conftruction put upon 
ic; but notwithftanding all that is alledg'd to this 
General's Charge, many People are perfuaded that he 
will acquit himfelf intirely. Mean while ‘tis faid, 
that the Baron de Seckendorff, who is his Coufin, 
and arrived lately at Vienna from Berlin, at which 
Court he was the Emperor's Minifter, has had a 
very gracious Audience of his Imperial Majetty,

Having in our laft Friday's Gazetteer, prefented 
our Readers with the Account of the Ceremonies 
obferved at the Solemnization of the Funeral Ob- 
fequies of Queen Mary II. which were of a publick 
Nature ; it will not be improper to infert the following 
Account of the Solemnization of the Funeral of her 
late Majefty Queen ANNu&, which was perform’d in 
a private Manner. 

Her late Majefty Queen ANN, departed this Life 
Aug. 1. 1714; and on the 24th of the fame Month at 
Night, fhe was interr'd in the Collegiate Church of 
W cftminfter, as follows. 

* The Lords, the Peerefles, the Lords Sons, Privy- 
* Countellors, Judges, and others who were to atterd 
‘ this Solemnitv, met about feven in the Eveing in 
* the Houle of Peers, the Painted Chamber and other 
* Rooms adjoining, where being called out in Order, 
* by the Officers at Arms, they proceeded about Ten 
, of the Clock thro” the Prince’s Chamber into the 
* Palacz- Yard, and thence u to the South Eaft Do & 
‘ of the Abbey, one of the Great Guns at the Tower 
‘ firing every Minute, until her Majelty was in- 
* terred. 

* The Roval Corpfe was borne under a Canopy of 
* Purple Velvet, preceeded by a great Number of 
* Her late Majefty’s Servants, the Judges, Privy- 
* Counfellors, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
* and the great Orhcers. The Pall was fopported by 
‘ Six Dukes. Her Grace the Dutchefs of Ormonde 
* (in the Abfence of the Dutchefs of Somerfer, who 
‘ was indifpofed) was Chief Mourner, fupported by the 
* Dukes of Somerfet and Richmond in long Cloaks, 
* wearing the Collars of the Order; her Train 
‘ borne by Two Dutchefles, ailiffed by the King’s 
* Vice-Chamberlain, and follow’d by Two other 
* Durchefles, at the Head of Fourteen Counteffles as 
‘ Affiftants, all in long Veils of Black Crapes ; and 
* after them the Ladies of the Bed-Chamber, and the 
* Maids of Honour, in like Veils; then the Bed- 
* Chamber Women, and the Gentlemen-Penfioners 
© clofed the Proceeding. 

* Ac the Entrance into the Church, the Dean, 
* Prebendaries and Choirs, received the Royal Body 

with an Anthem, and marching before Norroy 
King of Arms, who carried the Crown and Cufhion, 
they proceeded finging into King Henry the 
feventh’s Chavel, where being arrived, the Body 
was fet on Truffels, while the Service of the 
Church was pertorred by the Bifhop of Rochefter, 
Dean of Weftminfter, and afterwards interred in 
in the fame Vault with their late Majefties King 
Charles the Second, King William and Queen Mars 
and his Royal Highnefs Prince George of Denmark”
